Spartacans Start Civil War in 
“Berlin and Many Fall in 
Street Fighting. 


| EBERT GOVERNMENT UPSET ? 


{ Disorders in Other Parts of Germany 
—Trotzky Makes Himeeif Dicta- 
tor of Bolshevik Russia—Prog- 
ress of Peace Conference 
in Paris—America 
Mourne Roosevelt's © 
Death.

Believing themselves sow strong 
enough to overthrow the Ebert govera- 
ment and gain control of Germany, the 
Spurtacans, led by Liebknecht, last 
week deliberately provoked civil war 
in Berlin, First they seized the ar- 
senal and munition plants at Spandau 
and armed themselves, and then pro- 
cecded lu uttack the government bulld- 
ings, Sanguinary fighting ensued, for 
the Ebert crowd was determined and 
Was supported by many of the return- 
soldiers. Some of these were 
posted on the Brandenburg gate and 
at other strategic points with machine 
guns, grenades and flame projectors. 
After several hundred persous had 
been killed and many wounded, it was 
-~Buanunced that the government forces 
lind imalotained the supremacy and 
hud large bodies of troops concentrat- 
ed just outside the city, ready to enter 
it. The chancellor, addressing great 
crowds outside his palace, bitterly de- 
nounced the Spartacans for their 
“rascally behavior and insane policy” 
and promised that they would be sup- 
pressed. ; 

At this point the independent social- 
ists jumped into action, taking advan- 
tage of the crisis, and tried to force 
out the Ehert-Scheidemann crowd. A 
new revolutionary government was 
proclaimed, canposed of independent 
socialists, with Ledebour, Liegmann 
and Tlek ia control. This naturally 
did not satisfy Liebkneeht, and he was 
said t) be continuJng his efforts to {n- 
stall a government of his own choos- 
irty. Bis followers were in possession 
of the royal stables and of police head- 
quarters. Chief of Police Eichhorn, 
who is one of tfem, had ignored his 
dismissal by the peopte’s commission- 
ers. Radek, the bolshevik emissary 
from Russia, was advising the Sparta- 
cans. 

Dispatches coming as this is written 
say the Spartacans were heing 
strengthened by the accession of some 


of the troops and were holding the | 


Principal points In Berlin; that Gustav 
Nuske, commander in chief of the 
Ebert government troops, was prepar- 
ing to call new forces in to attempt to 
regain control of Berlin, und that # 
violent reaction by the more conserva- 
tive elements was expected. 

- There were reports that the civil 
war was spreading to other parts of 
Germany and that violent uprisings 
were disturbing Bavuria and the RKhen- 
ish provinces. In Munich and Bruus- 
wick there were strikes and riots in- 
ejted by the adherents of Liebknecht. 
stores being pillaged and several per- 
sons killed. The main strength of the 
Spartacans, however, is in Berlfo. 

If any government can bold out until 
the national assembly has met and de- 
termined what the future of Germnany 
shall be, J¢ may be recognized by the 
allies as competent to enter into the 
peace negotiation’ and sign the trenty. 
That, of course, Is its immediate aim, 
and that is what the Spartacans ure 
fighting against so strenuously. ’

The military commissiou of the al- 
Mes sent to Berlln in‘connection with 
the carrylog out of the terms of the 
armistice got mixed up in the ruction 
and, seeking protection, persuaded 
General Harries of the American army 
to raise the American flag over the 
Hotel Adion, where the members were 
sheltered. A Street mob threatened to 
storm the bullding if the flag were not 
lowered, and at the demand of the 
Ebert government this was done. In- 
dignant patriots are assured by ofli- 
cials at Washington that if the press 
reports are correct the Germans were 
well within their rights and that Gen- 
eral Harrles acted injudiciously. The 
war is not yet formally ended and the 
allies have no more right to raise one 
of their flags In an enemy city than 
would the Germans to fly their colors 
within the allied Nnes.

It begins to look as if Russia is to be 
left to her fate and to be called on to 
work out her own salvation or relapse 
tnto barbarism under the semblance of 
rule of the bolshevik!, Japan has an- 
nounced that most of her troops will 
be withdrawn from Siberia, Great 
Britain declares that she will send no 
more men to Russian territery and 
that those now there ate being re 
called, and there {sg ne reagzon to be- 
lieve that the United States will tn- 
crease her forces there.

The holshe- 
vik government is haying intern 
troubles, and a story came from Co- 
penhagen to the effect that Trotzky 
had quarreled with Lenine and ordered 
his arrest, declaring himself dictator. 
Lenine, it is said,.sought t% effect a 
conlition with the moderites.

The conflict between Gertiugy and 
Poland over the province of Posen 
may he settled without further fight- 
Ing. for the two governments huve 
opened negotiations for a peaceful us- 
derstanding. But the Ruthenians, at 
lates! reports, were determined to re- 
cover Lemberg and had surrounded 
that cliy. which was defended by a 
large force of Poles, including a divi- 
elon made up of women. 

The Poles were driven out of Vilna 
by the botxheviki. the defenders be- 
ing Witheut cannon and short of car- 
tridges. ‘The holshevik troups at once 
begin a daasscere of the civilians. 
The Polish solders reirented ta Lana- 
vurava, where thes were disarmed hy 
the Germans and sent to Binlystok. 
There they were robbed by Germans 4 
and started for Polish territory, 

Paderewski and Pilsndski are still 
trying to get togéther to form au gov- 
ernment for Poland, knowing that dis- 
sension niust end before the allies will 
help.

The Board of Superintendents of 
Foor of Roscommon County have au- 
thorized a series of demonstrations 
by the County agent upon the County 
farm which is in direct line with one 
of the. most serious problems con- 
fronting many farmers on the older 
farms in the county. A field of six 
acres which is so badly run out and 
in such an acid condition that it will 
not even catch a stand of June Grass 
is to be put through a series of ex- 
veriments with the object in view of 
demonstrating which will soonest and 
at least outlay bring the field back to 
the point where it will produce a crop 
of legumes successfully. It is felt 
that after it has been brought to that 
point it can be maintained there with 
a proper rotation of crops, and an in- 
telligent system of fertilization. The 
Board is not going to spend unlimited 
money to attain this end but is plac- 
ing the matter in just the shape it 


would strike an ordinary farmer who] 


had only a small amount of money to 
expend at a time. The whole demon- 
stration is to be carried on from that 
standpoint, so that when it is done 
it will have beena demonstration such 
as could have been carried out by any 
ordinary farmer. So the sum to be 
expended is limited to $50, the first 
year. Five demonstrations with, 1st. 
sweet clover, limed and treated; 2nd, 
sweet clover, unlimed and treated; 
3rd. buckwheat plowed under in blos- 
3om, sowed to fall rye, limed, fall 
vastured, plowed under spring of 
“920, and seeded to Mammoth clover 
uone. 4th. Mammoth clover limed, 
treated, sown alone in June 1919. 5th 
Dwarf sussex rape, unlimed, fall pas- 
tured, turned under for seeding in 
spring of 1920. 

These demonstrations will be in a 
very handy place for farmers to visit 
and the County agent expects to hold 
many observation meetings at this 
voint next summer.

_ Our passes arrived about. 4:°- ad 
we hurried and caught. a freight irain 
to. Vierzon, That was the opposite 
direction from Nice, but we were ‘on 
our way. The train stopped about a 
mile outside of Vierzon, so we had to 
walk into town. One of our: inter- 
preters inquired about the trains and 
found our train left at'7:00 a.m. We 
decided to go .to-a hotel for the night. 
The first one we came, to was the Ho- 
tel. de la Gare and got rooms. We 
certainly hated to get up at 6:00 to 


make our train, but we had to do it.|§ 


Our train was supposed to go direct 
to Lyon, but we got on a local train 
that would make the merchandise 
look like an express. We arrived at 
Sain Caize at about 2:00 p. m. That 
was as far as the train went till 6:30. 
We got off and tried to get a bite to 
eat but the Frog restaurant wouldn’t 
sell us anything. We took a walk out 
in the count.+ end came to a field of 
rutabogas. Vee all went in and got 
a vegetable and had » swell feed. It 
certainly was a sight to see us coming 
up the road eating rutabogas. 

When we got back to the station we 
found that the train left for Never. 
We boarded the train and arrived in 
Never at 7:30 p.m. We went up to 
the Red Cross and had a wonderful 


feed. We ate till we could hardly 
move. Then we played for them. 
Ernie and I of course took our instru- 
ments. 

We had several hours wait so we 
walked around town. Never is quite 
a little village about the size of Che- 
boygan but built entirely different. 
Every building is built of stone and 
all cobble stone streets. 

Our train left at 2:00 a. m. and we 
were glad to be on our way again. 
We rode as far as St. Etienne and had 
to change to go to Lyon. We rode 
first class and had very good seats. 
We arrived in Lyon about 10:00 a. m. 
and registered at the R. T. O. We 
next went to the Hotel Angleterre and 
got good rooms. 

Lyon is the second largest city in 
France. Has a population of about 
two million inhabitants. It is situat- 
ed on the Rhgne river. It is a very 
old town. It was in that part of 
France in which Ceasar fought. 

We walked up to the tower and Ca- 
You can see both of them on 
the post card of which J am enclosing. 
You can get a heautiful view of Lyon 
from the top of this tower. I have a 
wonderful panormic view of this 
place but I don’t like to trust it going 
thru the mail so I’ll bring it when I 
come “toute de suite.” 

We stayed in Lyon all that day and 
left the next evening at 6:00 and ar- 
rived in Marseille at 4:00 a. m. 

Marseille is a seaport town and con- 
sequently a pretty tough place, so 
there are many restricted districts. 
The M. P. told us we had better stay 
in the station or we might get in 
dutch. Anyway our train for Nice 
left at 6:00 a. m. We got a bite to 
eat and got in the train and went to 
sleep. We woke up as the train pull- 
ed out’and I was mighty glad we did 
because we saw some beautiful scen- 
ery. On one side of the train was the 
Mediterranean Sea, on one side and 
the Alps Mountains on the otherside. 
All the way to Nice we rode right 
along the coast and it was beautiful. 
I wish I had control of the English 
language enough to describe the beau- 
ty of the scenery. Well we arrived 
at the “play ground of the world,” at 
5:30 and registered in at the R. T. O. 
We then found our hotel and got 
shaved sand cleaned up. We stopped 
at the Massena Hotel just off the 
place Massena. 

Our rooms were all on the same 
floor and all off one corridor. We had 
a swell bed and a nice writing desks, 
hot water and everything. ae 

The biggest part of the night was 
spent trying out those wonderful 
French beds and in the morning we 
all decided that they would do. When 
we arose we went out on our balcony.

I have several pictures of this 
place which I will bring home with 
me, The attendant showed us how 
the roullet wheels worked and had us 
guess a number and spun the wheel. 
Well, I think I could have made sev- 
eral thousand dollars if I could have 
gambled. But just to say that we 
gambled in Monte Carlo we went out 
in the lobby and matched pennies. I 
made 12 cents. After tucking my 
fortune neatly away we strolled out 
into the gardens. I took several pic- 
tures of the place. Then we went 
over to Monoco. This is where the 
Prince of Monoco lives and has his 


‘palace. We were taken thru this 


place. It was very pretty inside, but 
about the most interesting part was 
when we entered the throne room. 
The attendant was talking French 
and explaining things, so as soon as 
he left I went up and sat in the 
throne. 1 felt like a king for a min- 
ute, but as is customary nowadays 


I abdicated very soon. We went thru

We saw 
the Cathedral of Notre Dame, the 
site of the Bastille, the Cathedral of 
Louis IX, Napoleon’s tomb, Eiffel 
tower, the big Ferris wheel. We 
made the trip around in this. It 
takes 20 ‘minutes for one revolution. 
We drove down the Champs Elysees 
and thru the Place du Concord. It 
was at the Place du Concord that 
Louis XVII and Marie Antoinette 


and 300 of the French nobility were 
beheaded. 

We had to leave at 8:00 o'clock 
that evening and we left gay old 
“Paree”. feeling . mighty. happy and 
wishing that we were just starting 
instead of finishing up. We got back 
to camp at.

AMERICAN MOTHERS 


By DR. JENNY 8. MERRILL. 

The phenomenal sugcess of Amer!- 
ean boys at the front after an unusu- 
aily short military training was not 
ouly o great cause of thunkfulvess, but 
fudicated that American mother’ 
methods of discipline had not been 40 
fudulgent nor lax in the past as some 
good critics have feared. There has 
been a blessing In disguise In the tree 
action and self-assertion that are al- 
Jowed American children. 

Fifty years ago a little book entited 
“Children's Rights” appeared in this 
country. Perhaps it went too far, but 
children have suffered long from too 
great severity. Herbert Spencer in 
England wrote of children’s rights as 
well as of women’s. The words of pro- 
gressive thinkers on buth subjects were 
vecded. Later from Sweden, Ellen 
Key sent out “The Century’ of the 
Child.” Luter yet came from Italy 
Doctor Mouiessori’s outery against 
suppression of the child by arbitrary 
discipline, and her advocacy of disci- 
pline “based on liberty.” 

Probably all of these leaders directly 
or indirectly gained much of thelr in- 
spiration and guidance from Froebel, 
who dared to write even in Gerinany, 
“Follow tbe Child.” 


_ Never Flourished in Germany. 
Froebel, the founder of the kinder- 
garten, was German but not Prussian. 
Prussia soon recognized that “democ- 
racy” would be the outcome of his 
method and promptly suppressed ft. 
Many do not know that the kindergar- 
ten never has flourished in Germany. 
Froebel was in a sense a martsr and 
died disuppointed with his own na- 
tion’s rejection of the kindergarten. 
but with his “eye of faith” he turued 
hopefully towards America in which 
country, he prophesied, his ideas 
would flourish under democratic pro 


+ teetion and guidance,

as well as teachers, have studied ktu- 
dergarten principles for 50 years and 
have again and aguin testified to their 
value. 

“What are these principles?” Rend 
Miss Emilie Poulsson's “Love and Law 
in Child Training.” This may he found 
In almost any library or can be 
bought fram the publishers, Milton 
Bradley Co,, Springfield, Mass. for 
$1. Its very title suggests the kinder- 
garten’s principles—love and law, but 
not license. 

Kindergarten discipline is loving, 
steady and strong, not sentimentally 
weak, Kindergarten discipline prefers 
positive ~uther than negative methods, 
The life of the child is not fitted with 
“don'ts,” for there are so many good 
things found to do, there Is Ilttle time 
for mischicf. 


For Mother and Child Alike. 

Childish mistakes and mishaps are 
met with patience. Mother gives the 
little one time to recover himself, Self- 
control is her aim. Request is pre- 
ferred to force. Politeness is the rule 
for mother and child alike. Both use 
frequently “the two little golden keys, 
‘I thank you’ and ‘If you pleuse.'"

CHILDREN LOVE TO IMITATE 


(Utilize this power to encourage 
sweetness and beauty of voice.) 

By CLARA H. BURROUGHS. 

What a lurge part music hus und 
should have in the lives of all cbil- 
dren! How quickly they respond to 
a musical idea, whether of marching 
or daocing or a funny song. 
dren should be eucouraged to sing, for 
the voice.1zs God-given, a priceless in- 
strument that needs oo trick for its 
use. And it 1s beautiful In childhood, 
before wrong and careless speaking 
and singing have made thelr inroads 
of injury. 

We should do all in our power to 
encourage this sweetness of volce by 
suggesting a moderate degree of tone 
in speaking and singing, by example 
more than precept. Children imitate 
so quickly. Mother's quiet voice or 
teacher's well modulated one is sure 
to have effect. 

Very helpful tone exercises may be 
given to the children to keep this 
beauty of voice, if given wholly in the 
spirit of play. 
has devised 
“tone plays.” 
ring of a bell. 

Hearing Their Own Voices. 

“Ring’—roll the “r,” then sing the 
whole word immediately, continuing 
the tone for a short while, using 4 
moderately high pitch, “ce,” “d," or “e.”
